Omahan Says He'd Introduce New One . . . 
Chambers Asks Exon 
To Veto Budget Bill

Casting aside past hosihties, 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha 
drove to Lincoln Friday to per- 
sonally urge Gov. J. James Exon 
to veto the operational budget 
bill. 


In its place, Chambers 


suggested that the governor in- 
troduce a new budget bill in- 
cluding the $366,000 in additions 
which Exon. in vain, had 
requested as amendments to his 
original proposal. 


If necessary, Chambers told 


Exon, he would introduce the 
bill for the governor. 


Chambers said he had the im- 


pression that Exon "wouldn't 
hesitate to veto" the budget 
measure, LB259, "if he were cer- 
tain he could get a new bill 
enacted with the 33 votes" 


necessary to make the budget 
effective in time for the July 1 
beginning of the new fiscal year. 


Question 


But, Chambers said, Exon was 


concerned that he could not 
gather the 33 votes That, in 
turn, would create a fiscal crisis 
for the state. 


Chambers said he believes a 


new bill could garner the 33 
required votes because the 
Legislature would be reluctant 
to create a budgetary crisis. 


In an interview with newsmen 


on the north steps of the 
Statehouse following his meeting 
with Exon, Chambers said he 
believes the budget bill is in- 
adequate and be would attempt 
to amend a new bill on the floor 
"to get additional money where 
it is needed."

Trooper Killed East Of Lexington 


Lexington — A Nebraska state 


patrolman was shot and killed 
late Friday afternoon when he 
stopped a man and woman on 
suspicion of drunk driving on 
Interstate 80 about one mile east 
of here, the patrol reported. 


The patrolman was identified 


as George W. Amos Jr., 28, of 
Lexington. He is survived by his 
wife and two children. 


The patrol said a scuffle en- 


sued about 5:10 p.m. after Amos 
had stopped the pair 
Amos 


called for assistance, the patrol 
reported, and when another 
patrolman arrived, Amos was 
found shot 


A short time later the two 


suspects were apprehended 
north of Gothenburg, the patrol 
said 


Dawson County Sheriff John 


Rohnert said he believed the two 
were from out of sate They 
were being held in the county 
jail in Lexington. 


According to United Press 


International, Amos had been 
shot in the face and was slumped 
behind the wheel of his car when 
help arrived. 


The wire service said the two 


suspects were apprehended 
following a high speed chase 
after the killing 


UPI said the car driven by the 


suspects, a 29-year-old man and 
a 24-year-old woman was finally 
stopped after it turned into a 
rural road and then into a field, 
where a patrol car rammed it to 
get it to stop. 


UPI quoted the patrol as 


saying Amos' service weapon 
was found on the two.

'Out Of Spite' 


The Legislature, Chambers 


said, acted out of spite toward 
Exon 


"It saw this as a chance to 


make the governor eat some 
words (holding out the promise 
of tax reductions if his budget 
proposals were accepted) and 
hurt him in an election year," 
Chambers said. 


"Some senators said they were 


tired of this guy talking down to 
us. insulting us. So they said they 
were going to get him." 


But, Chambers said, "he's too 


smart for them, too cunning." 


The Legislature's political pur- 


suit of Exon is "like the fox 
being hunted by a dumb dog," 
he said. 


Chambers said he "had to 


swallow a degree of my pride" 
and put aside past animosity 
toward Exon when he 
telephoned the governor's office 
to arrange Friday's discussion. 


"I wanted to do what I 


thought was in the best interests 
of the people of the state," he 
said. 


Chambers said there was "no 


hositlity between us at any 
time" during his discussion with 
Exon.

Grocery Prices Rise 
At Record High Rate 


Rails To Be Accused Of 
Homicide In Stabbing

Homicide charges will be filed 


Tuesday against Thomas Rails 
Jr.. 24. of Lincoln, in connection 
with the fatal stabbing of an in- 
mate Friday morning at the 
Nebraska Penal Complex, accor- 
ding to Lancaster County At- 
torney Paul Douglas. 


County offices will be closed 


Monday in observance of Arbor 
Day. 


Rails, who was being held at 


the Lincoln City Jail, had been at 
the complex only since Thursday 
evening after he was sentenced 
to 10 to 15 years for the robbery 
of the Edgar Lacey family in 
Lincoln on March 1 


The victim of the stabbing was 


identified as Irvin Leon Cooper, 
37, of Omaha. 


According to Nebraska-Penal 


Complex Warden Charles Wolff 
Jr.. Cooper was stabbed shortly 
before 7 a.m in the serving area 
of the prison cafeteria. 


There were apparently no 


witnesses to the stabbing. 
However, Wolff said that guards 
saw an inmate chasing Cooper. 


Wolff said Cooper was stabbed 


at least once in the chest. After 
Cooper was stabbed, Wolff said, 
Cooper ran to the prison infir- 
mary in the same building, 
leaving a trail of blood. 


From the infirmary Cooper 


was taken to St Elizabeth Com- 


munity Health Center, where he 
was pronounced dead on arrival. 


Knife Found 
Wolff said a homemade, 


stainless steel knife about eight 
inches long was found in the 
possession of an inmate during a 
shakedown following the inci- 
dent. 


That inmate is being held at 


the penal complex during an in- 
vestigation by the State Patrol. 


Cooper had been in the penal 


complex since May, 1966 serving 
a term of 10 years for robbery in 
Douglas County. 


He was also scheduled to serve 


five years for assaulting a correc- 
tions officer with a knife in July 
1972. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Consumer 


prices in March increased at the highest 
rate in 22 years, driven up by a record 3.2 
per cent jump in grocery prices, the 
government said Friday. 


President Nixon's economic advisers, 


although dismayed by the "unwelcome 
advance in prices over-all," said the 
Labor Department's report contained 
"the first encouraging signs" to indicate 
price relief in the coming months. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said the 


rise in supermarket prices following 
record increases of 2.3 per cent in 
February and 2.5 per cent in January, 
was the largest since it began tabulating 
grocery prices in 1952. 


The continued surge in food prices ac- 


counted for about two-thirds of the over- 
all jump in the cost of living, which rose 
0.9 in "March. This was the sharpest in- 
crease recorded since February 1951 
when it went up 1.2 per cent at the height 
of the Korean war inflation. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis, the 


March increase in the cost of living was 
0.8 per cent, matching February's record 
22-year high. 


Prices for all commodities rose 1.3 per 


cent, biggest gain since 1956. With food 
left out, the jump in commodities prices 
was 0.5 per cent. 


Charges for rent and other services 


were up 0.3 per cent, a figure slightly less 
than that recorded in February. 


AFL-CIO President George Meany said 


the report, reflecting the first three 
months under the administration's volun- 
tary Phase 3 wage-price controls, is proof 
positive of the complete failure of 
Nixon's economic policies. 


"These latest record-breaking figures 


mean that the American consumer, 
housewife and workers ars going to pay, 
pay and keep on paying for these 
failures," said Meany who again warned 
that unions will ignore the ad- 
ministration's 5.5 per cent wage increase 
guidelines at the bargaining table this 
year. 


Congressional Democrats also reacted 


sharply to the report which followed 
figures from the Commerce Department 
on Thursday which also showed inflation 
running far above the administration's 
goals. 


Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 


called Phase 3 controls "a license to in- 
crease prices." Chairman Wright Pat- 
man, D-Tex., of the House Banking Com- 
mittee blamed Republicans and big 
business lobbies for the high prices and 
Congress' failure to enact tighter con- 
trols. 


Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., vice 


chairman of the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee, said the worst is yet to com- 
e—when wholesale price increases for in- 
dustrial goods and nonfood items begin 
showing up in retail stores. 


But Treasury Secretary George Shultz, 


and Herbert Stein, chairman of the 
President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, saw a bright note in the Mafch 
statistics. They said the moderate in- 
creases in non-food areas offered en- 
couragement. 


Stein noted that the report did not 


reflect the effects of the ceiling on meat 
prices imposed by Nixon on March 28. He 
said this would begin showing up in the 
coming months and predicted food prices 
will begin tapering off. 


There is also evidence, Stein said, "that 


prices received by fanners have declined 
in the past month and that retail food 
prices have been rising less rapidly than 
m the first three months of the year." 


According to the Labor Department, 


the cost of living rose at a seasonally 
adjusted rate of 8.8 per cent in the first 
quarter of the year, compared to an ad- 
vance of only 3.2 per cent in the final 
three months of 1972. 


This was because of the big jump in 


food prices which rose at an annually 
adjusted annual rate of 29.8 per cent in 
the first quarter — the largest increase 
for any three-month period since 1951. 


Early 'Invasion' Of Classroom 
Gives Students Career Insights

For prospective teachers of 


young pupils, there's no better 
experience than jumping (into a 
classroom) with both feet and 
seeing where you land. 


At least that's the conclusion 


of some of the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln students who 
spent an afternoon or two at 
Clare McPhee Elementary 
School earlier this week. 


There they tried to keep track 


of a room full of students and 
keep an eye on as many paint 
brushes, bottles of paint, 
scissors, paper, paste ribbon 
nand yarn as the youngsters 
could use for art projects. 


"Experience is the most 


valuable" teacher, said Lisa 
Hayes, a UNL junior from Lin- 
coln 


Enjoy Teaching 


"I've learned that I enjoy 


teaching more than I ever 
thought I would," she said. 


But on the other hand, she 


added, the early classroom 
experience sometimes tells the 
university student that teaching 
was the wrong career choice 


"I have talked to those who 


decided 'no way,' " she said. 


Lisa, Susan Hawkins of Omaha 


and Carolyn Mueller of Crofton 
provided a three-member team 
this week which "invaded" a 
Clare McPhee third-grade room 
for two afternoons. 


Invasion 


The invasion was an artistic 


one, however, designed to help 
the three university students 
learn how to plan and carry out 
an art study unit and to give 
them first-hand classroom 
experience. 
" 


While the three young women 


were working with the third- 
graders, other UNL students 
were in various other classrooms 
working at similar projects. 


A total of some 85 university 


students participated in the art 
teaching project as a part of an 


elementary art methods class in 
the UNL teachers college. 


Similar projects in other 


methods courses put prospective 
teachers into classrooms long 
before they are expected to 
become full-fledged 
student 


teachers. 


Plan Units 


In each case, the UNL 


students plan the study unit, 
spelling out objectives, planning 
materials to be used, organizing 
lesson plans. 


"To my mind this is the only 


way to learn," said Susan, who 
also teaches reading three days a 
week and has taught math in 
another project. 


"It's a good idea" to try 


teaching a couple of days in 
every subject area before stu- 
dent teaching, said Lisa as 
McPhee pupils throughout the 
room decorated bottles as 
papier-mache characters. 


"Till you get into the 


classroom, you really don't un- 
derstand" what teaching is like, 
said Susan. 


But Did Hear 
Idea Proposed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell testified for three hours 
before the Watergate grand jury 
Friday and told newsmen 
afterward: "I never approved 
any bugging plans." 


Mitchell said, however, he had 


heard of plans to conduct 
wiretapping in the 1972 presiden- 
tial campaign and gave them 
•'absolute, final disapproval." 


Mitchell's statement appeared 


to contradict a sworn statement 
he made last fall, when he 
diened ever having heard about 
any plans for any sort of sur- 
veillance over Democratic party 
headquarters. 


Mitchell said Friday he never 


handled any payoff money to 
buy silence from defendants in 
the Watergate conspiracy and 
hasn't seen any of them or their 
lawyers since the break-in at 
Democratic party headquarter* 
last June 17. 


Mitchell wouldn't tell 


newsmen the names of those 
who proposed the bugging plans 
he had disapproved. But his 
lawyer confirmed as "substan- 
tially accurate" a news account 
saying Mitchell privately ac- 
cused Jeb S. Magruder and G. 
Gordon Liddy, two former 
associates at the Nixon cam- 
paign. 


Magruder has been quoted as 


telling federal prosecutors that 
Mitchell and presidential 
counsel John W. Dean ffl ap- 
proved and helped plan bugging 
operations and arranged for 
payoffs to defendants. It isn't 
clear if Magruder accused 
Mitchell either of actually 
handling money or of making 
contact with defendants or their 
lawyers. 


One of the convicted defen- 


dants, James W. McCord Jr., 
sued the Nixon campaign 
Thursday for $1.5 million in 
damages, claiming he was led to 
believe his actions were legal 
and were approved by "the 
highest officials" of the cam- 
paign, including Maurice Stans, 
Hugh W. Sloan Jr., and 
Magruder. 


Mitchell testified for about 


three hours. "I testified fully, 
freely and openly," he said 
afterward. 


Regarding wiretapping, he 


reiterated: "I've 
heard dis- 


cussions of such things. They've 
always been cut off at all times, 
and I'd like to know who kept 
bringing them back up." 


Mitchell's lawyer, William G. 


Hundley, predicted the former 
chief U.S. law enforcement of- 
ficers would be absolved. 


"We feel that all of the facts, 


when evaluated in the light of 
existing law, will soon convince 
everyone there was no criminal 
violation," Hundley said. 


At the time of the wiretap- 


ping, Mitchell was chairman of 
the President's re-election cam- 
paign. 


Last fall Mitchell gave a sworn 


statement in a civil Watergate 
lawsuit denying that he had 
heard any discussions about 
spying 
on 
Democratic 


headquarters. 


He was asked, "Was there any 


discussion at which you were 
present or about which you 
heard when you were campaign 
director concerning having any 
form of surveillance on the 
Democratic National Committee 
headquarters?" 


He replied, "No. I can't im- 


agine a less productive activity 
than that."

developments Friday: 


—President Nixon told of- 


ficials at a Cabinet meeting he 
wants everyone in government 
"to co-operate fully" in the 
Watergate investigation, the 
White House said. Nixon then 
flew with his family to Florida 
for the Easter weekend. 


—Nixon's personal lawyer. 


Herbert W. Kalmbach of Califor- 
nia, appeared for a second 
straight day in the offices of 
federal Watergate prosecutors. 
Kalmbach declined to explain 
the purpose of his visits or to say 
if he had been called to testify 
before the grand jury. FBI 
reports made public in the 
Senate say Kalmbach paid 
between $30,000 and $40,000 to 
California lawyer Donald Segret- 
ti, who has been accused in news 
accounts of trying to recruit 
political saboteurs for the Nixon 
campaign.

Gold Is Expected 
To Continue Rise 


LONDON (AP) - Gold is 


making a comeback as one of the 
most spectacularly successful in- 
vestments in the world, and 
Americans may soon get in on 
the action. 


The London gold price rose 60 


per cent in 1972, the biggest in- 
crease for a single year since 
1931. So far in 1973 the record 
has been even better. 


Buyers could have picked up 


gold here in January at $65 a fine 
ounce. By late February, the 
metal was selling at an all-time 
high of $95 an ounce, an increase 
of nearly 50 per cent in a month. 


The gold price, still around 


$90, is widely expected to hit 
$100 an ounce before too long, 
with or without the Americans. 
It could be with. 


In early April, the U. S. Senate 


approved an amendment that 
would allow American citizens 
to buy and hold gold for the first 
time since 1934. The measure 
still needs approval of the House 
of Representatives and Presi- 
dent Nixon. But should it go 
through, American buying 
power would likely send the gold 
price up even higher. 


As with any investment, there 


are risks in gold. What goes up 
can come down, as fast or faster. 
But most gold market experts 
think the odds heavily favor 
higher prices for the metal in the 
short term. 


Two factors get most credit 


for driving up the gold price so 
sharply: 


- With each devaluation of a 


key currency, like the British 
pound or the U. S. dollar, con- 
fidence in paper money has 
declined. Buyers switched their 
funds into gold as a hedge 
against continuing monetary un- 
certainty. 


- Demand for gold as a com- 


modity - from hoarders, in- 
dustrial users, dentists and 
jewelers for example - has out- 
paced newly mined supply. And 
the shortage helped drive up 
prices. 


Of the two factors, the 


monetary side is probably more 
important. Changes there, in the 
long run, are more likely to 
affect the gold price. They 
already have.

For most of the years since 


World War II, gold was a poor in- 
vestment. It was expensive to 
hold in storage safely, and paid 
no dividends. The price was 
fixed at $35 an ounce by world 
agreement; it was often more 
expensive than that to mine new 
gold. 


All that changed by 1968. The 


backbone of the world monetary 
system - the dollar price of gold - 
was in trouble. 


The United States was spen- 


ding billions of dollars more 
abroad than it was earning. The 
weakened dollar no longer 
justified a gold price of $35 an 
ounce. 


As a result, a two-tier gold 


market was set up in March 
1968. Government banks con- 
tinued to trade gold at the of- 
ficial price, $35 an ounce. 
Speculators, hoarders and in- 
dustrial users traded on separate 
"free markets" where the price 
fluctuated according to supply 
and demand. Mostly it fluc- 
tuated up. 


The problem then was keeping 


the two markets separate. A 
small government central bank 
might be tempted to buy gold at 
the official price and sell it on 
the free market for a profit. The 
spread between the two prices 
continued to cause anxiety in 
government circles and kept up 
pressure to raise the official 
price as well. 


The break came in August 


1971. With the dollar continuing 
to falter, President Nixon cut 
the dollar-gold link and the 
world monetary system went off 
the gold standard, at least tem- 
porarily. 


The President's action 


protected U S. gold reserves. 
But it could not save the dollar. 
The U. S. currency has since 
been devalued twice, each time 
by raising the official price of 
gold. 
Mexican Head, 
Echeverria, 
Talks With Mao 


PEKING (AP) — President 


Luis Echeverria of Mexico 
talked with Mao Tse-tung in a 90- 
minute conversation Friday 
described by Chinese and 
Mexican officials as cordial and 
friendly. 


Mao, the venerable Chinese 


Communist leader, received 
Echeverria in the same book- 
lined study where he conferred 
with President Nixon last year. 


An official Mexican statement 


qualified the conversation with 
Mao as "most cordial." 
Echeverria refused to describe 
his impressions at further 
length.

Viets Said Inactive 
In Cambodian War 


PHNOM PENH (AP) — The 


war in Cambodia has become an 
exclusive fight between native 
guerrillas and government 
forces, with the North Viet- 
namese in the background 
keeping guard over supply trails 
into South Vietnam, a U. S. Em- 
bassy official said Friday. 


In fact, the informant added, 


North Vietnamese infiltration 
into Cambodia seems on the 
decline and there is no 
"verifiable, 
documented 


evidence" that the Hanoi army 
regulars or the Viet Cong 
guerrillas of South Vietnam are 
now leading the native rebels 
into battle against the forces of 
President Lon Nol's govern- 
ment. 


"Vietnamese troops have not 


been a significant fighting force 
(in Cambodia) since the Vietnam 
peace agreement," said the of- 
ficial, who declined to be iden- 
tified.

Department 


spokesman in Washington said 
the United States has told North 
Vietnam that if it "damps down 
the war in Cambodia" and 
withdraws its troops there will 
be a "prompt and positive 
response on our part." The 
spokesman, Charles W Bray, 
stressed that the United Siates is 
appealing to the North Viet- 
namese to withdraw their 
military support of the Cambo- 
dian rebels ) 


The North Vietnamese and 


Viet Cong in Cambodia are 
believed to number around 25.- 
000 men. The informant said 
their role lately has been limited

Cambodian insurgents are 


believed to number about 40,000 
and control about two-thirds of 
this Indochmese nation's coun- 
tryside.

COACHELLA, Calif. (AP) — 


A Superior Court judge Friday 
dropped contempt of court 
charges against 311 United Farm 
Workers pickets who were 
arrested for violating his orders 
restricting picketing in the strike 
against grape growers. 


Judge Fred R. Metheny acted 


after sheriff's deputies made 
more mass arrests of picketers 
as a jurisdictional dispute heated 
between Cesar Chavez' United 
Farm Workers Union and the 
Teamsters Union. 


Metheny ordered the charges 


purged on motion of UFW at- 
torney Jerome Cohen, who 
argued that the court orders 
were unconstitutional 
because 


UFW representatives were not 
present at hearings at which 
growers asked temporary injunc- 
tions limiting pickets' activities. 


The judge also modified his 


earlier orders so that strikers can 
picket in any numbers as long as 
they remain peaceful and do not 
go within 60 feet of struck 
growers' properties. 


Cohen complained that 


workers wanting to leave the 
fields were being restrained by 
Teamsters and employes of the 
growers. 


Methany issued an order 


saying that "workers shall be 
protected when they attempt to 
leave the fields and no person 
shall prevent leaving the fields 
by using guns, knives, clubs, 
baseball bats, grape stakes or 
any other dangerous in- 
struments." 


Chavez has said the picketing 


will continue no matter how 
many arrests are made. 


United Farm Workers pickets 


arrested in the dusty vineyards 
were hustled into buses and 
hauled to the county jail here, 
where most were released on 
bail. 


Most arrests were for violating 


court orders prohibiting mass 
picketing and trespassing. 


The picketing began Monday 


after most of the Coachella 
Valley growers — who produce 
80 per cent of the nation's table 
grape crop from May to July — 
announced they were signing 
contracts with the Teamsters 
Union rather than renewing 
UFW contracts. Arrests have in- 
creased steadily. 


"There has been no physical 


violence today, but there have

been verbal confrontations 
between pickets and working 
Teamsters members," said 
sheriffs Lt. John Jones. 


"Workers are continuing to 


work in the fields despite the 
picketing, and Teamsters 
organizers are working along 
with them," Jones said. 


Deputies move in when 


pickets get closer than 60 feet to 
property being picketed and 
when they march into the fields 
to exhort workers to leave, Jones 
said. Many growers have ob- 
tained court orders limiting the 
number of pickets in one loca- 
tion, specifying what distance 
pickets must stay from property, 
and prohibiting entrance onto 
growers' property.

Oil-Rich Persian Gulf Area Seen As Strategic Pivot 


By DREW M1DDLETON 
Washington - Military 


planners expect that the 
strategic interests of the United 
States and global strategy in 
general will pivot on the Persian 
Gulf late in this decade as a 
result of competition for the 
area's oil. 


President Nixon's cursory 


references to U.S. security in- 
terests in his message to 
Congress on energy needs sur- 
prised planners who have lived 
with the problem of increasing 
American dependence on distant 
oil reserves. The President said 
that if the United States was to 
maintain "the security of our 
resources, it is essential that we 
strike the right balance" in 
priorities. 


Military sources who did not 


wish to be identified noted that 
Nixon had not mentioned that 
more than half of the world's 
proven oil reserves were in Mid- 
dle Eastern countries, most of 
whose governments are either 
hostile to the United States 
because of its support of Israel 
or. in the case of Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait, highly critical of 
that support. 


One source commented that 


the President had not mentioned 
the word "Arab" during his 
message but "that's the 
problem." 


'Changing World* 


Doubts were expressed 


whether, as the President main- 
tained, the new system, sub- 


84fO 


stituting fees for quotas on im- 
ports, would be a lasting con- 
tribution to national security. 
"This may be true at the 
moment," a source said, "but 
it's a changing world, and no 
area is changing faster than the 
Middle East." 


By the late 1970's, military opi- 


nion holds, the United States, 
Western Europe and Japan will 
be increasingly dependent on 
Persian Gulf oil as energy 
demands rise and other supplies 
dwindle. 


There are fears here and in 


European capitals that the 
Soviet Union is striving to in- 
crease its influence in the oil- 
producing states, using U.S. sup- 
port for Israel as leverage. One 
object would be establish some 
measure of control over the oil 
supplies for North America and 
Western Europe. Another, less 
immediately important, would 
be insurance against depletion of 
domestic Soviet supplies. 


The Royal Dutch Shell group 


estimates that 62% of the 
world's proven reserves are in 
the Middle East, primarily in the 


Persian Gulf area. Of the 967 
billion barrels estimated to lie in 
the Middle East, Iran's share is 
put at 55 billion, Kuwait's at 78 
billion and Saudi Arabia's at 160 
billion. 


The strategic implications of 


the situation and of efforts to 
exploit new sources of oil affect 
the world's great industrial 
areas. 


China and the United States 


are considering the effect of new 
supplies of Siberian oil on the 
freedom of maneuver of the 
Soviet Union's Pacific fleet and 
Far Eastern army. The 
Russians, while exploiting sup- 
posedly vast resources in 
Siberia, are prospecting in the 
Middle East and strengthening 
relations with governments 
there. Japan, Western Europe 
and the United States, facing 
greater dependence on Perisian 
Gulf oil, are acutely aware of the 
vulnerability of sea routes in 
time of war or crisis. 


'Critical Dependence' 


Capt. William F. Cass, a

In the view of the oil com- 


panies, Western diplomats and 
the planners for military 
machines that live on oil, the 
prime political objective is to 
"keep the Arabs sweet."

Faisal of Saudi Arabia, who has 
said repeatedly that he wishes to 
be a fnend of the United States 
and who believes communism is 


a mortal danger* to the Arabs, in- 
sists to every visitor that U.S. 
policy in the Middle East, which 
he characterizes is pro-Israel, 
will ultimately drive all Arabs 
into the communist camp and 
that this policy will bring dis- 
aster on all America's remaining 
Arab Friends." 


"Others in the Middle East," 


Akins continued, "frame their 
predictions in a different but 
almost equally ominous vein, in 
terms of a growth of radical anti- 
Americanism manifesting itself 
in behavior that may at times be 
irrational." 


Boycotts Feared 


" Such Arab "irrationality," 
diplomats fear, would take the 
form of boycotting sales to the 
United States for political 
reasons. 


Well-placed sources in 


Washington and London and at 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion headquarters in Brussels 
confirm the estimates 
They 


emphasize the importance of 
good relations between NATO 
and oil-producing Arab states in 
the second half of this decade 


Henry A. Kissinger, President 


Nixon's national security ad- 


viser, has begun a review of U.S. 
policy in the area, taking into ac- 
count the contradiction between 
American military and political 
support for Israel and the need 
for better relations with an Arab 
world hostile to Israel. 


Since the 1M7 Arab-Israeli war 


NATO's principal European 
members, Britain. France and 
West Germany, have moved 
quietly to improve relations with 
the Arab states. Their diplomats 
say they would strongly support 
a new United States initiative for 
a Middle Eastern settlement 
because it would reduce Arab 
hostility toward the Americans. 


The Europeans in the alliance 


find themselves torn between 
loyalty to the United States, 
their nuclear protector, and con- 
cern over oil supplies.

U.S. Demonstrators 
Detained In Moscow 


MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet 


authorities 
detained 
seven 


American tourists several hours 
Friday for demonstrating out- 
side a government passport of- 
fice to protest the "plight of 
Soviet Jews." 


A U.S. Embassy spokesman 


said the Soviet Foreign Ministry 
confirmed the detentions. The 
later release was reported by an 
embassy consular officer who 
said he received a telephone call 
from a young man saying he was 
one of the seven and they all had 
been freed at an undisclosed 
location. 


The spokesman added that the 


youths were told they could con- 
tinue their tour and leave as 
scheduled on Sunday for the 
United States 


The demonstrators, described 


by Russian witnesses as five men 
and two women, were believed 
to be some of the 2,000 American 
students visiting Moscow on 
Easter vacations 


A spokesman 
for 
the 


Conscience Committee for 
Soviet Jewry said in New York 
that a member of the group 
detained had telephoned him 
from Moscow and identified the 
seven as Joseph Klein, 19,; Alan 
Bindiger, 18; Rivka Fogel, 17; 
Jules Levanthal, 19; Philip 
Kornbluth, 27; Philip Pulver, 18, 
and Robin Schwartz, 18, all of 
New York City 


The Soviet decision to release 


the demonstrators contrasted 
with previous official reactions 
to similar protests by foreigners 
in Moscow. The action appeared 
to be an attempt to minimize 
publicity over the demonstration 
and to avoid harming Soviet- 
American relations. 


Surrounded by a number of 


Soviet Jews awaiting exit visas 
for Israel, the protestors sang 
"Let My People Go" and civil 
rights songs. They were ejected 
from the building by govern- 
ment officials, the witnesses 
said. 


They added that the 


Americans, some wearing U. S. 
flag badges, then sat on the 
sidewalk and continued singing 
and shouting slogans until a 
squad of about 15 uniformed 
police hauled them away to an 
unknown destination. 
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IN PERSPECTIVE

When it comes to politics, you have had a full and 


fascinating week of it in the Legislature and the governor has 
clearly come out the winner. The trouble is that there are 
good politics and bad politics and the stuff of this past week 
has been on the bad side. 


The governor has won the political skirmish and the peo- 


ple of Nebraska and government in general have been the 
losers. There is hardly any way now for the Legislature to 
extricate itself from the morass into which it has fallen. 


Governor J. James Exon has been given the lion's share 


of the 1973-74 budget he asked for, in the form of a dare by 
the Legislature to make the tax cuts promised by the gover- 
nor. Make no mistake about it — the tax cuts will be made 
and state government will continue to operate. 


* 
Very little will happen by way of public operations that 


will make citizens mad at the governor for his failure to 
budget enough money. On the other hand, all citizens will 
delight in a substantial tax cut. It is a dream of all dreams for 
an incumbent governor and the heavily Republican majority 
in the Legislature has handed it to Democrat Exon on a 
silver platter. 


Die-hard partisans will try to make it look otherwise but 


they won't stand a ghost of a chance. All the voters will know 
and understand is that taxes are being cut. They will never 
come to appreciate the needs of state government that will 
go unfulfilled as a consequence of such tax cut. 


At this point in time, the extent of tax cuts is unknown. 


It could be one-third of the income tax and 20% in the sales 
tax or even greater than this, depending upon what the state 
senators ultimately do in the areas of capital construction 
and use of federal revenue-sharing funds. 


Without using any revenue-sharing funds and without 


any capital construction appropriation, taxes could be 
reduced by some $28 million to $30 million more than shown 
in the above figures. That would mean even more substantial 
reductions in the sales and income taxes. 


Certainly, in approving the original Exon budget line for 


line, the Legislature acted irresponsibly. The Legislature has 
a clear and unmistakable responsibility to analyze the gover- 
nor's budget recommendations and make whatever changes 
in them it feels are justified. 


It very clearly refused to do this and sought to stick the 


governor with an operational budget it felt he could not live 
with. The big mistake in this is that the governor feels he can 
live with that budget, even without the $300,000-plus ad- 
ditions he proposed for his original package. 


The governor can be faulted in several areas, although 


they are all of doubtful political impact. For one, the gover- 
nor antagonized the Legislature with his claims of fiscal 
responsibility and insinuations of legislative fiscal frivolity. 


The voters may not care about that but it does not repre- 


sent proper gubernatorial leadership. Secondly, the gover- 
nor's position has tended to force and encourage the 
senators to take the governor's directions verbatim, without 
exercise of their constitutional responsibility. 


Thus, he shares some in their irresponsibility. Finally, 


his budget does not meet state needs, even though it will 
keep the state in existence. Thus, the governor has it made 
politically, the Legislature has a black eye and the people are 
left holding a bagful of hot air they think is filled with 
goodies.

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Attack On Corruption 


This flat rock we call politics, as columnist 


William Safire terms it, has been flipped over and 
there are a lot more creepy things than only the 
Watergate bug crawling around underneath. But, 
as Safire notes, in exposing the corruption we are 
setting higher standards for politics and Americans 
shouldn't be ashamed of that. 


The Watergate case has exploded. From day to 


day, almost hour to hour, new revelations bring the 
truth closer to light. The grand jury investigation 
now underway and the Senate hearings that begin 
in mid-May will be the real start of the cleansing 
action that Americans should hope for. 


Elsewhere the fumigators of foul politics are at 


work. "Corruption is not necessarily on the rise in 
the U.S," Time magazine notes, "but the prosecu- 
tion of it is." 


Time chronicles the indictments brought in 


and convictions achieved by federal and local 
prosecutors against public officials in seven major 
U.S. cities and the state of New Jersey. The defen- 
dants were riding high in city halls, the judiciary, 
county governments and statehouses. The crimes 


range from larceny of public funds to conspiracy to 
bribe-taking to contract kick-backs. 


Partisanship is playing a part in the exposure 


of corruption. In Illinois, for example, Republican 
U.S. Atty. "Big Jim" Thompson is getting after 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daly's Cook County 
Democratic machine with all barrels ablaze. But 
the partisan angle does not detract from the fact 
that Chicago has been long overdue for a 
housecleaning. 


For a long time after the Watergate incident 


was uncovered we thought America had temporari- 
ly taken leave of its conscience, because most peo- 
ple were not concerned with what happened. They 
are becoming concerned now, as the web is un- 
tangled, and it's a relief. 


It's a relief, too, that prosecutors feel that the 


public mood will support a full-scale attack on 
alleged corruption in government. The entrenched 
big boys, as an assistant state's attorney in Cook 
County puts it, have lost their immunity. 


People should not be depressed if more and 


more corruption surfaces. It's there anyway, and 
we shouldn't ignore it. It is a healthy thing for this 
country to purge its impurities. 


Spending Highway Money 


The House version of the multi-billion dollar 


federal highway bill should not be seen as a blow 
struck against mass transit development, but rather 
as a preservation of the integrity of the highway 
trust fund. 


By a rather narrow margin the House, at the 


urging of the highway lobby and rural state in- 
terests, defeated an amendment which would have 
allowed cities to spend some of the highway money 
on the construction or purchase of bus and rail 
rapid transit lines. The amendment's defeat, con- 
gressional sources say, means that it is highly 
doubtful that a similar Senate-passed amendment 
will survive the Senate-House conference in its pre- 
sent form. 


The substantial need for funds to develop or 


renew mass transit systems in urban areas really 
was not the point. The point was in what manner 


such systems should be funded. We're not sure 
whether the house plan for aiding mass transit will 
meet the need, but that is a problem which should 
be worked out separately. 


Busting the highway trust fund could con- 


ceivably open up that source of highway-building 
monev for untried, pie-in-the-sky schemes less 
desirable than mass transit systems. 


And that was the most legitimate argument 


offered by those pitted against the Nixon ad- 
ministration and the coalition of governors, 
mayors, environmentalists and transit groups, all of 
which wanted to tap the highway trust fund for 
mass transit. 


The need for mass transit development, the ex- 


tent of the need for highway construction and the 
impact of highway construction on the environ- 
ment are different arguments entirely.

Ellsberg In The Dock 


LOS ANGELES - There is no 


Perry Mason atmosphere in the 
trial of Daniel Ellsberg and 
Anthony Russo for releasing the 
Pentagon Papers. Federal Judge 
Matthew Byrne runs a strict 
courtroom, and neither the 
defense nor the prosecuting at- 
torneys are much given to 
dramatics. A technique of the 
prosecutor, David R. Nissen, 
seems to be to extract from 
witnesses one minute detail 
after another in a dogged search 
for inconsistencies or inac- 
curacies. The basic facts of the 
case, however, are largely 
agreed upon, which removes the 
major opportunities for suspense 
and surprise. 


Dan Ellsberg, who was on the 


stand most of this week, proved 
a soft-spoken and self-possessed 
witness. It was what he said, 
when the restrictive courtroom 
rules gave him a chance, rather 
than how he said it, that oc- 
casionally 
charged 
the 


proceedings with some of his 
own intensity. 


"I believe," he said at one 


point "I would say I knew that 
not a page of those exhibits 
could injure the national defense 
it disclosed to anyone." The in- 
formation he had disclosed, he 
conceded, was "painful" since it 
showed that the intentions of 
American officials in waging the 
war in Vietnam were "not all 
that easy to describe as good;" 
bat he insisted steadfastly that it 
could not hurt the nation to 


know the truth of its own affairs. 


It is true that a vital issue in 


this case is whether the informa- 
tion in the Pentagon Papers 
could have damaged the national 
defense; in that respect, 
Ellsberg's statement may have 
been self-serving. But it was his 
quality as a witness that his quiet 
voice and demeanor conveyed 
unmistakably the sincerity of his 
belief that — as he put it later in 
a paraphrase 
of "security'' 


jargon — any "citizen and 
taxpayer" had in 1969 • 'an urgent 
need to know ' what was in the 
Pentagon Papers.

Unfortunately, what Dan 


Ellsberg believed when he and 
Russo began copying the Pen- 
tagon Papers in a Los Angeles 
advertising agency is not likely 
to be the decisive factor in this 
all but unprecedented trial. 
However, persuasively he may 
have described his "state of 
mind" in 1969, under this week's 
direct and cross examination, his 
fate may well hang instead on 
Judge Bvrne's final instruction 
to the jury on the meaning of 
the phrase "relating to the 
national defense." 


Under the extraordinary in- 


dictment the government has 
drawn up, Ellsberg is not 
charged with violating the es- 
pionage act in such a way that 
the prosecution must show he 
had "intent" to damage the in- 
terests of the United States. That 
makes this unique among all the 


espionage cases since the act was 
amended to its present form in 
1950. Ellsberg is charged with 
violating a section prohibiting 
the disclosure of information 
"relating to the national 
defense" to persons not entitled 
to have such information; Byrne 
has stated the preliminary opi- 
nion that no showing of intent is 
required by that particular sec- 
tion. 


The prosecution still must 


prove, however, that the Pen- 
tagon Papers were, in fact, 
documents "relating to the 
national defense." On that issue, 
Byrne seems to be holding to 
two propositions. The first is 
that whatever classification 
markings might have been on 
the documents ("top secret") is 
irrelevant, and that the jury will 
have to decide for itself, without 
reference to government 
classification, whether the Pen- 
taon Papers related to the 
national defense.

The second proposition so far 


suggested 
by 
Byrne's 


preliminary rulings and his con- 
duct of the trial is that a docu- 
ment so relates if it is what he 
has called "classifiable" — that 
is, "at a minimum, did they con- 
tain information or material, the 
unauthorized disclosure of which 
could be prejudicial to the 
defense interests of the United 
States?" The "could be" is ob- 
viously the operative phrase, 
since it srparc.ntH would 


require no showing that release 
of the Pentagon Papers DID 
damage the national defense. 


Some expert opinion here 


holds that Byrne may yet throw 
out the espionage charge, since 
the government at one point 
withheld evidence tending to 
show that the Pentagon Papers 
were harmless. But if the judge 
lets the charge stand as he 
appears to interpret it, Ellsberg 
might be found guilty if the jury 
concluded that any part of the 18 
volumes and two related 
documents could have injured 
American defense interests. 


The prosecution has produced 


two generals, and apparently has 
several other high officials 
ready, to testify that the docu- 
ment could have had that effect; 
the defense has called McGeorge 
Bundy and other heavyweights 
to testify that they could not 
have. Ellsberg's own impressive 
testimony may or may not have 
persuaded the jury that the 
documents were; in fact, helpful 
to true American interests. This 
is, ot course, only one part of the 
over-all issue in a trial that, for 
all its lack of drama and color, is 
nevertheless historic — perhaps 
more important than the Pen- 
tagon Papers themselves. That 
broader issue, to be further dis- 
cussed in another article, is the 
extent to which the government 
can, and ought to, control infor- 
mation, 
including 
the 


withholding of it from the peo- 
ple.

Nebraska's Democratic gover- 


nor and members of the state's 
all-Republican congressional 
delegation accused each other 
Friday of playing politics on a 
federal highway bill in Congress 
which could mean a loss of road

The dispute arose over the 


House version of the 1973 
Federal Highway Act which was 
approved Thursday by the House 
and now goes to a conference 
committee. 


The bill contains no future 


funding for states which have 
completed their Interstate

highway systems, differing from 
the Senate version which 
guarantees that all states will 
receive at least one-half, of one 
per cent of the annual 
allocations from the federal 
highway trust fund, regardless of 
the status of their Interstate 
highways 


State roads officials have 


predicted Interstate 80 through 
Nebraska may be done by 1975 


In a telegram Exon urged the 


state's three congressmen and 
two senators to support inclu- 
sion of the minimum funding 
provision in the House bill, and 
predicted Nebraskas could lose 
$16 million if the provision is not 
in the final act 


But in Washington: Rep. Dave 


Martin said Exon was "playing 
politics" and had already been 
told during a recent Washington 
trip that such a provision would 
probably not be in the House 
biU.

The charge by Martin was

Criminal Justice Data System Study Planned

The State Crime Commission

request to organize a study on 
whether a statewide criminal 
justice data system should be es- 
tablished 


Although emphasizing that the 


proposal is still in the idea stage. 
State Crime Commission Harris 
Owens pointed out the 
magnitude of the system that 
could result. 


He said the State Department 


of Administrative Service's com- 
puter could be used to retain in- 
formation on actions in the 
criminal justice system from the 
time a person entered" the 
criminal justice system until the 


time the person left. 


In addition, the system could 


tell officials what a person's 
position is at any time as he goes 
through the criminal justice 
system 


Solutions Seen 
Owens said the information 


compiled could be used to 
develop both short-term and 
long-range solutions to problems 
in the criminal justice system. 


The request will be sent to 


Gov J. James Exon and then 
forwarded to Law Endorcement 
Assistance Administration of- 
ficials. 


Owens said one of the two per- 


sons to do the "study would come 
from the State Crime Commis- 
sion staff and the other would 
come from the data processing 


division of the State Department 
of Administrative Services. 


Their task, using input from 


all arms of the criminal justice 
system, Owens said, would be to 
determine what kind of informa- 
tion various parts of the criminal 
justice system require and to 
organize appraoches for setting 
up the system. 


This task, Owens said would 


probably take about a year.

Murder Verdict

The State Supreme Court 


Friday upheld the second degree 
murder conviction of William 
Russ of Omaha for the 1971 
shooting death of Benny 
Thomas. 


The shooting occurred Sept. 


29,1971 in Omaha and happened 
after Russ had repeatedly 
warned Thomas to stay away 
from a woman Russ had lived 
with. Thomas was shot in front 
of the woman's home. 


The high court opinion up- 


holding the Douglas County 
District Court conviction of Russ 
was written by Judge Leslie 
Boslaugh and said "the evidence 
was clearly sufficient to sustain a 
verdict of second degree 
murder." 


In his appeal. Russ claimed 


self defense and argued that 
there was insufficient evidence 
to convict him, particularly to 
determine "malice," an essen- 
tial element of the state's defini- 
tion of second degree murder. 


Boslaugh noted "the record 


contains evidence that on a 
number of occasions the defen- 
dant threatened others with 
violence and had engaged in 
violent conduct." 


Boslaugh concluded that the 


element of malice had been suf- 
ficiently proven and added, 
"malice in a legal sense denotes 
that condition of mind which is 
manifested by the intentional 


doing of a wrongful act without 
just cause or excuse," 


Also turned aside was a 


defense claim that Russ should 
have undergone a psychiatric 
examination with Boslaugh 
holding "there is nothing in the 
record to indicate the court 
should have required that the 
defendant be examined." 


Boslaugh agreed with the 24 to 


29 years prison term given Russ 
by the lower court, turning back 
claims the sentence was 
excessive by declaring "the 
sentence was well within the dis- 
cretion of the district court."

LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 
Meat Not Essential 
To Balanced Diet 


By ROBERT PETERSON 
By the time a person has lived 


six or seven decades, he usually 
knows most of the intricacies of 
dollar stretching. But occasional- 
ly one encounters new insights 
which help money go a bit 
farther. 


For instance, many older peo- 


ple mistakenly believe that good, 
solid steaks and roasts are essen- 
tial to their diet. They feel they 
must have meat in order to get a 
proper intake of protein. Yet it's 
a fact that protein can readily be 
obtained from many other 
sources. 


We have only to look at the 


thousands of vegetarians to note 
that it is quite possible to live 
long and healthily on a diet con- 
sisting largely of vegetables, 
fruits, milk and grains. 


There was a remarkable state- 


ment in Newsweek magazine 
recently 
quoting various 


nutritionists as saying 70 cents 
worth of sirloin steak gives the 
same protein as & cents worth 
of tuna, 21 cents worth of milk, 
17 cents worth of chicken, 14 
cents worth of cottage cheese, 12 
cents worth of peanut butter and 
7 cents worth of dried lima 
beans. 


The pioneers of yore weren't 


so dumb when they used beans 
as a staple in their diets. Beans 
were not only cheap and easy to 
grow, but they provided 
pioneers the necessary protein 
and minerals to carry on arduous 
work of building this nation. 


Beans were also a staple food 


in military diets for a century or 
more. Credit was given the lowly 
bean for many an Army and 
Navy victory back in days when 
food was scarce. Beans were 
gradually phased out of military 
diets as meat became more 
widely available and as soldiers 
began demanding better taste 
and variety in their grub. 


It's too bad that beans have 


drifted into disfavor with 
current generations. If more of 
us used beans generously in our 
diets, we'd not only be saving 
money and getting our quota of 
necessary protein, but would be 
giving notice to meat processors 
that meats are getting too costly 
for average pocketbooks 


Incidentally, nutritionists are 


agreed that the more popular 
and expensive cuts of meat, such 
as sirloin and roasts, have ab- 
solutely no nutritional advantage 
over cheaper cuts such as round 
or chuck. In other words, a 
pound of round yields just as 
much nutritional value as a 
pound of porterhouse — a good 
thing to know next time you're 
pinching pennies at the meat 
counter. 


Also, nutritionists tell us to 


stop worrying about grade 
labeling. This has nothing to do 
with the nutritional value of 
meats, eggs and canned foods. 
High grades on the label merely 
mean the item has a better 
appearance and is of more un- 
iform texture and size. 


Finally, let's remember that 


most scientists agree that we eat 
too much meat Why? Because 
meat has a high content of 
animal fats — and these fats are 
the major suspect in heart dis- 
ease, the No. 1 cause of death. 


The fatty, greasy lipides 


found in meat have a way of get- 
ting into the blood stream and 
staying there in the form of 
choolesterol. As they build up on 
arterial walls they may eventual- 
ly cause a blockage which may 
lead to a heart attack or a cor- 
onary. 


Thus, cutting down on meat 


in your diet may not only help 
your health but may force meat 
processors to bring their prices 
back to reality

It stands to reason that a 


finesse should be avoided when 
there is an alternative play that 
may gain a trick without in- 
curring the risk inherent in a 
finesse. 


South is in six spades and 


West leads a diamond, won by 
declarer with the ace. 
What 


should he do next? 


Eleven tricks are in sight, 


counting a diamond ruff in 
dummy, and the only real 
problem is to avoid a heart 
loser. Obviously, if a heart 
I 


finesse is attempted and suc- 
ceeds, the slam will come 
marching home. Equally, if the 
finesse is taken and fails, so will 
the slam. 


Similarly, if declarer takes a 


club finesse instead, he makes 
the contract if it turns out that 
West has the king. In that case 
he would discard the queen of 
hearts on the ace of clubs. 


The finesses are equally 


likely to succeed, and which 
queen to finesse appears to be a 
tossup. But, actually, it would 
be wrong to take either finesse 
before trying -an altogether 
different approach to the play. 


After winning the diamond, 


South should play a club to the 
ace and ruff a club. He then 
leads a trump to the queen and 
ruffs another club. With both 
opponents following suit, the 
slam is a certainty, even though 
the club king has not yet fallen. 


Declarer crosses to dummy 


with a trump and ruffs still 
another club, finally 
estab- 


lishing the queen as a trick. He 
then leads a diamond. East wins 
and returns a heart, but South 
takes the ace, ruffs a diamond, 
and discards the queen of hearts 
on the queen of clubs. 


In adopting this method of 


play, South at 
no point 


relinquishes the 50 per cent 
chance for a successful heart 
finesse. If it turns out that the 
clubs are unfavorably divided, 
which South will discover fairly 
early, he can still fall back on 
the heart finesse.

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State And Federal Officials 
Call For Amendment Defeat

Officials of the State Depart- 


ment of Roads and the Federal 
highway Administration (FHA) 
Friday joined city and county of- 
ficials in calling for the defeat of 
Amendment No. 2. 


That amendment was placed 


on the May 1 general election 
ballot through an initiative peti- 
tion drive spearheaded by the 
Coalition Against the Radial. 


The amendment sets out plan- 


ning procedures 
for road 


projects costing in excess of $15 
million and requires the un- 
animous approval of the City 
Council on such projects. Failing 
such a unanimous decision, the 
question is then decided by a 
majority vote of the people. 


Action came at a special 


meeting of the Officials Com- 
mittee, who acted upon the 
recommendation 
made 


moments earlier by the 
Technical Committee. 


To Review Proposals 


Those two groups review all 


transportation 
development 


proposals for the Lincoln 
metropolitan region. 


The Officials Committee is 


composed of Mayor Sam 
Schwartzkopf, County Board 
Chairman Robert Colin, Sr. and 
Department of Roads Director 
Thomas Doyle, plus an ex-officio 
member from the FHA. 


The Technical Committee is 


made up of staff members from 
the various governmental agen- 
cies. 


The officials contended that 


the amendment would jeopar- 
dize the present coordination on 
comprehensive planning which 
is governed by federal 
regulations. 


Additionally, the group con- 


tended that the provisions set 
out in the amendment would tie 
the city's hands by eliminating 
any flexibility the city had in 
meeting changing federal 
regulations. 


Although agreeing that the 


major reason for the amend- 
ment was due to opposition to 
the proposed Northeast Radial, 
the group, in a statement, said, 


"the issue is purely a political 
one." 


'In Political Arean' 


"Such an issue should not be 


resolved by the creation of ad- 
ditional, binding legislation, but 
instead should be decided in the 
political arena," the statement 
said. 


FHA representatives pointed 


out that the charter amendment 
contains basically the same type 
of comprehensive planning 
procedures already being 
followed by state officials. 


Those state guidelines were 


developed in response to federal 
requirements that the state con- 
sider environmental, social and 
economic impacts of proposted 
transportation projects. 


Even though the amendment 


would comply with the present 
qualifications, the officials said 
flexibility for change would be 
lost — and possibly federal and 
state funding. 


Instead, any future changes in 


federal guidelines would 
require a public referendum to 
update the charter provisions on

In an age when so many social 


agencies are clamoring for ac- 
tion, Lincoln's Coalition for 
Communication is content with 
talk. 


In fact, it was created for just 


that purpose. 


Sponsored by Justice, Inc., 


City Wide Tenants Assn. and the 
public affairs committee of the 
YWCA, the coalition was 
organized last fall "to fill a need 
that groups have to air their 
ideas and to see what potential 
encouragement 
and support 


exists 
among 
other 


organizations." 


The original membership 


letter goes on to say that the 
primary purpose of such a coali- 
tion is the "interchange of infor- 
mation" and the "coordination 
of activities" among the various 
organizations. 


Autonomy 


Jackie Lipsky, one of the 


originators of the coalition and 
chairperson since its creation, 
stressed that the group does not 
intend to be a policy-making 
organization. Each member 
retains complete autonomy and 
the group as a whole never takes 
a stand on issues nor publishes 
statements. 


With as many as 30 members 


at its monthly meetings, the 
coalition provides a common 
denominator for a number of 
social agencies who might effec- 
tively work together in taking 
positive* action on important 
community issues. 


A lack of communication 


among groups sharing the same 
interests weakens what could 
possibly be a strong and tenable 
position, said Ms. Lipsky.

Putting people in touch with 


the appropriate agencies is 
another service of the coalition.

In its attempt to find some 


common ground for the various 
social agencies in town, the 
coalition "has not been able to 
reach everyone yet," noted Ms. *

Nevada Law

licensed U.S. physicians.

Chinese healing art involving use 
of thin, sharp needles had run 
into opposition from Nevada

there was merit in the practice. 


Prof. Lok Yee Rung of the 


Hong Kong Society of Acupunc- 
ture treated at least 20 law- 
makers as part of the acupunc- 
ture demonstrations. The society 
was behind the drive for passage 
of the legislation. 


The American Medical 


Association has said the only 
other state to act on acupuncture 
is California, where the practice 
is allowed in medical schools or 
hospitals where doctors are 
trained.

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Airstrip OKd 
Over Protests 


... 30,000-Vo/f Line Planned

The Nebraska Aeronautics 


Commission Friday approved 
the site location of a private air- 
strip on the Elton E Miller 
property near Wakefield over 
the protests of the Nebraska 
Public Power District. 


Miller sought site approval for 


his airstrip, which has been in 
existence for some years, after 
NPPD announced plans to con- 
struct a 30-000-volt power line 
near the airstrip. 


Normally, when a power com- 


pany notifies the Public Services 
Commission that it intends to 
build a new power line, the site 
is checked with the Aeronautics 
Commission for possible con- 
flicts with air traffic. 


However, according to acting 


Aeronautics Director John Auer, 
NPPD had not applied to the 
Public Services Commission for 
authority to construct the line. 


The commission 
approved 


Miller's site on the basis that his 
petition for an approved airstrip 
preceded any notification of 
NPPD's plans, according to 
Auer.

U.N. Council Puts Off Israel Vote

UNITED NATIONS (AP) - 


The Security Council on Friday 
approved an Egyptian demand 
for a full-dress account of U.N. 
peace-keeping efforts in the Mid- 
dle East since the 1967 war. 


The 15-nation council put off 


until Saturday a vote on a 
British-French resolution con- 
deming Israel for its "repeated 
military attacks" against 
Lebanon. 


Secretary-General 
Kurt 


Waldheim was requested to 
prepare the Mideast report as 
soon as possible and to invite his 
special Mideast representative, 
Gunnar V. Jarring of Sweden, to 
be present when the council 
takes it up. 


In requesting the review, 


Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mohamed Hassan El-Zayyat 
declared the situation in the 
Middle East is "defying any 
solution" because of U.S. 
military and financial support 
for Israel. 


He charged that American 


support had gone "from the 
physical to the moral — beyond 
using phantoms against us to 
using vetos against us." 


Last September, the United 


States vetoed a cease-fire call on 
Israel on grounds that the resolu- 
tion ignored the Munich 
massacre of Israeli Olympic 
athletes by Arab terrorists which 
touched off Israeli reprisal raids.

FBI Arrests Michigan Man 
In $3 Million Extortion Plot 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - The 


FBI said Friday it had arrested a 
Michigan man here in connec- 
tion with an alleged plot to 
extort $3 million in currency and 
gems from Gulf Oil Corp. 


The FBI identified the man as 


Gene Lamarr Hull, 31, of 
Jackson, Mich., and said he was 
charged with violating the 
federal Hobbs Act. 


The Hobbs Act prohibits 


obstructing or interfering with 
commerce. Violation of the act 
is punishable by a maximum fine 
of $10,000 or 20 years imprison- 
ment or both. 


Investigators said Hull notified 


Gulf that plastic explosives had 
been placed on tankers, 
refineries and other installations 


throughout the worldwide Gulf 
system, headquartered here. 


The FBI said no explosives 


were found at any Gulf in- 
stallations checked by the FBI 
and the company. 


The investigators said Hull 


demanded that Gulf turn over 
the $3 million in uncut 
diamonds, emeralds and rubies, 
as well as cash. 


Arresting agents said they 


searched an auto rented by Hull 
and found a sawed-off shotgun, a 
pistol, a submachine gun and 
binoculars. 


Hull was arraigned before U.S. 


Magistrate Robert Mitchel and 
jailed in lieu of $50.000 bond, the 
FBI said.

Grand Slam Pressure Absent

p> - The pressure's off. 


There's no talk of a professional 
Grand Slam. Jack Nicklaus is 
relaxed and easy-going, in sharp 
contrast to the nerve - tighten- 
ing tension that manifested itself 
in his personality a year ago. 


And Nicklaus is unhappy. 
"I don't like it," he said when 


asked if he welcomed the relief 
from pressure that resulted in 
his failure to win the Masters. 


"That pressure is what it's all 


about," the intensely com- 


petitive Nicklaus said. "I thrive 
on it. I want it. I miss it. No, it's 
not a relief to have it gone. 


"It's fun to have that kind of 


pressure. 


"If the pressure is there, it 


means I've won. If it's not there, 
it means I didn't win." 


That pressure disappeared 


when Tommy Aaron won the 
Masters two weeks ago. It's the 
first of the four major cham- 
pionships—the U.S. and British 
Opens and the PGA national ti- 
tle are the others—that make up 


the Slam. No one ever has won 
all four in a season. Since Aaron 
won the Masters, he's the only 
one who eouW-accomplish it this 
season. 


Nicklaus has had the first leg 


on it five times. 


He made his biggest bid for 


that almost unprecedented 
sweep last season when he won 
the Masters and the U.S. Open. 
But the bid failed when his last- 
round charge failed by a single 
stroke to overtake Lee Trevino 
in the British Open. 


Until that time, Nicklaus's 


challenge to the Slam domi- 
nated sports pages. He was 
asked about it constantly. Re- 
porters, and television and radio 
announcers hung on his every 
word. Every chance remark 
found its way into print and was 
subjected to microscopic 
analysis and interpretation. 


Jack, one of the few. men ca- 


pable of overcoming the tre- 
mendous odds against a Slam, 
began to get tight and testy. His 
nerves drew taut. 


But Nicklaus Is Unhappy 


And he gloried in it. 
He kept insisting that a Slam 


was within the realm of possi- 
bility only after someone had 
swept the first three. He re- 
peated monotonously that he 
was playing the major cham- 
pionships one at a time. 


But it was an obvious relief— 


a negative sort of relief, per- 
haps—when he missed in the 
British Open. He retired to near- 
by tennis courts and worked out 
the nervous kinks in his muscles. 


And it was obvious that he was 


at less than his best when the 
PGA National Tournament 
came around. He played well, 
but he wasn't the Nicklaus of the 
first three tournaments. 


Now the possibility of the 


Slam is gone for another year. 


"Each of the big four tourna- 


ments is strong enough to stand 
on its own," Nicklaus said. "I'll 
play them just like I did last 
year—one at a time. 


"I've said it all along. If you 


make your goal the Slam, and 
then fail to win the first one, 


then you've ruined your whole 
season. I didn't set that as my 
goal. Now my next goal is the U. 
S. Open. 


"The Slam is something that 


just would happen. To make that 
your goal is to aim at something 
so far removed from the realm 
of what is likely to be almost 
beyond the imagination." 


Still in front of him is the feat 


of surpassing career marks set 
by Bobby Jones and Walter 
Hagen. He's tied with Jones for 
the most major championships, 


13. and is tied with Hagen for the 
most major professional vic- 
tories. 11. 


"That's not exactly a goal, 


though it's something I want to 
accomplish,"Nicklaussaid "It's 
just something that will happen 
when I win the next major cham- 
pionship. 


"I think I'm still a young man. 


I AM still a young man. I expect 
to win several more major cham- 
pionships and that's just 
something that will happen 
when I win the next one."

academic planning committee 
indicated it believes a new coun- 
cil may be unnecessary and that 
much money may not be 
available, but 
committee 


members said they endorse the 
concepts recommended in the 
report. 


The report was drafted after a 


four-month study by a specially 


appointed commission of faculty 
members, students and ad- 
ministrators. 


The commission said that 


although! it found no crisis 
situations in any major area of 
the freshman experience, it did 
discover a number of problems 
and inadequacies that hindered 
the success of a college student's 
freshman year. 


The 
commission 


recommended establishment of 
on-campus learning 
com- 


munities to provide out-of-class 
contact with professors; first 
semester orientation 
courses; 


more attention to quality of in- 
struction 
for first-year 


students; a specific reward 
system for teachers of freshmen 
to encourage smaller classes 
taught by more senior faculty 
members; improved freshmen 
advising, and better dormitory 
and on-campus social conditions. 


The academic planning com- 


mittee said a person should be 
hired as soon as possible to 
"work toward implementation" 
of those recommendations.

Omaha district engineer, said 
the lakes covering 4,368 surface 
acres were "now just slightly 
above that" from frequent rains 
and snow melt. 


Griebling recalled the 1950 


flood when waters from the Salt 
Creek and its tributaries 
"swirled through the Salt Basin 
in torrents" claiming 22 lives. 


Griebling said the costs of the 


corps flood control projects in 
the watershed totaled 
$11.7 


million, less than the 1950 flood 
damages of $12 million. 


"Because some areas are still 


subject to flooding," Griebling 
said, "the corps is continuing its 
review of the basin to determine 
whether additional facilities 
might be feasible." 


The chief engineer said flood 


plain information reports have 
been complied by the corps on 
nine streams in the Lincoln area 
to serve as a basis for zoning or 
other flood plain management 
practices to prevent future 
damage by controlling flood 
plain use. 


OTTAWA, Ont. (AP) — Queen 


Elizabeth II of Britain will be 
replaced by former Canadian 
prime ministers on a new series 
of stamps to be issued by the 
post office in October, officials 
announced. The new stamps will 
include those from one to six 
cents; the queen will remain on 
the eight-cent stamp. 


State Troopers Issue 
First Report Of Year 


The State Patrol reported

Section, according to the report, 
investigated 229 cases which 
resulted in the arrests of 201 per- 
sons.

Adams said: "I feel the office
